The saving on meats will save worry 
about high prices. 
A small amount of meat will 
flavor a large amount of vegetables. 
The extractives of meat which give 
It the flavor are the appetizing part 
of the meat and the reason for our 
desire to Indulge In that food. 
For example, a pound of beef cut 
Into small bits, browned and, tben 
covered with boiling water and 
enough vegetables such as onion, 
carrot and potatoes added to sat­ 
isfy the appetites of the family, 
makes a much more wholesome 
meal and sufficiently filling, than a 
large amount of meat with a few 
vegetable». Overeating is the cause 
of cancer, so our physicians tell us. 
Too rich food, and too much of It, 
will cause various serious troubles, 
fatty heart, sluggish liver, ulcers in 
the stomach and Intestines and 
other equally serious diseases.

cheap cut of meat that seems full 
of tough fibers may be softened and 
made tender by long, slow cooking, 
adding a tablespoonful of vinegar 
to the water.

the cashier, a self-made bank man, 
in whom every otne had confidence 
because for years everything that he 
touched was successful.
